Thoy
did not hood his threats, but raohed in. and Ptiillitis
drew bis revolver and shot two oftheai dead, when he
waa pie rce-el with a 00000 balls and e-xpired in-tan'lv.
He was left K ing in bb) Mood all day. Finally they
took the ferakure out of the bouse and had determined
to set it on fire. They also took the furniture out of
aevcral other houses, w ith the determination of burn¬
ing tin in. The brother of Phillip* was shot at the
anme time, hut livid until Tuesday morning.
A dermaii was taken prisoner as he whs about leav¬

ing in the boat, and was taken back and instantly shot
dead.
An American, by the name of Hopp*. who was

coming into Le-nve-nwnrth. was stopped when within
two miles of the city, and shot dead. The Rnhlans
took his scalp, and returned to LeavedWot til. I make
tin- -tat. ini nt to let the world know what i- actually
going on in tae Territory, and have related nothing
but »hat I am willim: to testify to. under oath.

A jiarty e»f seune five eir six lllinoisans and Indiani-
ans, who baei gone e>ut to Kansas to Settle, r> turned te»
this city ye ste ielay morning em the steamer Polar Star,
having be e n e aptureel nt the battle of OMWOttaatio by
the- fe»re-e-s unde r (le-n. lie-id. and aft<-r being detained a

day or two in enptivity, were eoodaeted to tVeatport,
strut th<-re plaes-d em heiarel the- ste met to be take-n out
of the Ssate of Missouri, and aeenmpauied with the
threat Uiot if they e ve-r ve-nture-d back te» the T<-rriteiry
of Kansas, and were caught, the y should instantly be
hung or shed.

mounted. They had made a forced ninn-h of 30 or 40
unk« from their camp on Hull Creek. As soem as the
lYeo-State men descried the Pro-Slavery force, they
eitthemselvea undere-ommand of Captains BrOWU and

Cowth of unelerbrueh about 300 yards distant from the
wn. The I*ro-Slavery force maintained their ground

at about a half.mile, and cemimenced tiring with their
cannon, which wa* loaded with grape and canister shot,
and alugs.

We have constantly mniutdined. and the evidence

w hich reaches us by every innJI more and BMrOOOnfirma
oar postIion, that tne asnorts that haw.mo topaol
outrages nnd hostilities on the part of the Free-State
men, w ere in the great majority of instances either gross
exaggeration* or pure inventions, got up to serve a

passing purisise; and the article which we reprint to¬

day from a iAxington paper, strongly Pro-Slavery in its
prepossessions, got** far toward vindicating the justness
of this view. Many of the report* pniudicial to tin-
Free-State party which have appeared from time to
time in Tm ApmbUcmn have been notoriously dis¬
proved; as, for instance, that Leeompton bad been
tnkei. and sackiil, an assertion boldly made by Tkr
Republican'n correspondent, and flatly contradicted i.i
that paper by the very next arrival from the disturbed
district.
We are glad to perceive, no los» from the tone of the

article to which we have referred than from other in¬

dication* of a change of temper and policy in various
journals of the State, that nil the sympathy is not likely
to be hereafter on the side of certain citizens of Mis¬
souri who w ithout just cause, and greatly to thwjvejo*
dice of their own Commonwealth, have invaded a

neighboring sovereign territory, interfered in its elec¬
tions, sought to overawe thtfpeaceful population by m-

timidsfion, snd sown the seeds of an intestine war, the
like of which has never been seen since the formation
of the Government. Let this spirit be cultivated; let
the pies* of Missouri speak out in reprobation of injus¬
tice, violence and lawlessness in Kansas, irrespective
of the question whence they come; represent truthfully
the fact* of the case, and scourge with a rod of iron
the pei-i>etratora fairly convicted to huve been such,
and much will be done toward the formation of a cor¬

rect and enlightened public sentiment in the premise*
which is one of the most essential condition* of the
restoration of peace on our borders.
